SUMMONS FOR MOTORMAN 


One of the Three Legislators Who 
Acted as “Spotters” Secures Evi- 
dence Against Transit Co. 


Delegate Griffin “of the First ward re- 
ported to Acting City Attorney Merryman 
Thursday morning that he had collected 
evidence of a violation of the ordinances 
by the transit company at 5 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon in compelling pas- 
pengers to alight from a Broadwédy car at 
Gano avenue and directing them to pay 
another fare if they wished to continue 
their journey to the end of the line. 

It is expected that Mr. Merryman will 
igzsue a summons in consequence against 
either President Murray Carleton or some 
other official of the road or against the 
conductor of the car in question. 

Mr. Griffin says if Mr. Merryman should 
decide that the evidence is not sufficient 
to issue a summons he (Griffin) will forih- 
with return to his bailiwick and secure all 
the additional evidence necessary to show 
that the transit company is not granting 
his constituents all the rights that the new 
street car ordinances give ihem. 

It is expected that as a result of Mr. 
Griffin's efforts that the right of the 
transit company to ignore the ordinarfces 
in respect to the running of its cars will 
be promptly tested. 


Griffin Tells of 
His Tasks as “Spotter.” 


Here is Mr. Griffin's story of his search 
for evidence Wednesday afternoon:

Got in Through 
the Rear Windows. 


“I generally got in through a rear win- 


dow. We made our best haul at the West 
house. where we got stuff worth $400 or $500.

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Charges Are Preferred Before the 
President That Secretary Has De- 
posited Money in St. Louis Banks 
Which Should Go for Improvements 


MONEY, HOWEVER, IS 
SAID TO BE IN SUBTREASURY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Genéral circu- 
lation was given last night to a report 
that Secretary Hitchcock had been seri- 
ously embarrassed and might be removed 
from office because some $800,000 obtained 
from the sale of town lots in the Kiowa- 
Comanche country in Oklahoma had been 
placed in St. Louis banking institutions 
with which he was connected. 

Instead of the money being placed in 
private and national banks, as stated in 
the dispatches, it was deposited in the sub- 
treasury in St. Louis, as was originally ’ 
provided for when the law was enacted 
opening the Kiowa-Comanche lands for 
settlement. Secretary Hitchcock had great 
trouble in disposing of the fund, which 
came through the sale of town lots in the 
new country. Jt was the intention of Con- 
gress to have this money available for 
public improvements, but the interior de- 
partment has been so careful in authoriz- 
ing expenditures that public improvements 
of all kinds have been delayed and the peo- 
ple are up in arms. There is no indication 
anywhere that the secretary of the interior 
has any other idea in view than the pro- 
tection of this fund, which is now safe in 
the sub-treasury. 


MAYOR OF LAWTON 
PREFERS THE CHARGES 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A telegram from 
Washington to the Times, printed this 
morning, says: 

‘(There is a strong movement under 
headway to secure from President Roose- 
velt an order that will make the investi- 
gation into the Indian Territory land scan- 
dal and the alleged complicity of promi- 
nent United States officlals absolutely un- 
trammeled and impartial. The significance 
of this arises frpm the fact that many of 
the friends of Mr. Hitchcock are involved 
in the scandal. ; 

“A number of the secretary’s official acts 
have been pointed out to the President, 
which lead to a want of confidence among 
those who are urging the inquiry, in the 
secretary's ability to conduct an impar.- 
tial investigation. 

“They cite but one of a number of 
cases on which this view is based. Formal 
charges have been made to the President 
that large sums of money realized from 
sales of town lots, in several thriving 
young cities in Oklahoma, instead of being 
expended for public uses as was provided 
by act of Congress, have been deposited 
in St. Louis banks in which Mr. Hitea- 
cock’s friends are interested as stockhold- 
ers. The secretary is a St. Louis man. 


Cities Want Funds 


for Improvements. 

Lawton, Anadarko and Hobart. the coun- 
ty seats of three large and prosperous 
counties, have for two years been striving 
to get the money derived from the sale otf 
town lots within their respective sites, 
applied to the installation of waterworks 
to provide thelr people with drinking water 
and to protect them against fires. 

The people in those places are obliged 
to haul water in barrels for domestic 
uses. Lawton has $410,000 to its credit and 
legitimately available for waterworks, and 
her common council has formally acted in 
favor of spending $150,000 of this amount 
for the purpose in question, 

But in spite of the city authorities it 
has been impossible to get sanction of the 
secretary of the interior and the money 


lies in the vaults of the Union Trust Co.

The other towns have also similarly large 
funds resulting from lot sales, which they 
desire to employ for waterworks and can- 
not get hold of. 

The citizens have appealed to Mr. Hitch- 
cock without result. They have now gone 
straight to the President with their com- 
plaint and asked for an investigation. They 
have told Mr. Roosevelt that for two 
years the St. Louis banks have had the 
use of over a million dollars of town lot

Heavy River Current Threatens

HISTORY OF LAND FRAUDS 


IN INDIAN TERRITORY 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Beginning in 
Harrison's administration, a large and 
powerful interest in Indian contracts, lands 


and funds came into existence. In time it 
formed what might be called an Indian 
ring. It was not upset during subsequent 
administrations. 

Secretary Hitchcock has instructed the 
United States district attorney for Indian 
Territory to have the grandjury investi- 
gate the frauds. No action has been taken 
on this suggestion, and it is sald the presi- 
dent does not sanction this course in view 
of the charges recently made that the dis- 
trict attorney’s office is involved in the 
scandal. 

The enormity of the frauds on the Indian 
in the matter of leases is shown in a com- 
putation recently exhibited to the court in a 
lease concerning the right of a Creek In- 
dian to lease his minor child's 1l#+acre al- 
lotment. It was estimated by conservative 
judges that of the 3,072,000 acres of land 
belonging to the Creeks over 2,500,006 acres 
had been leased trom them, and that there 
were not over 500,000. acres that had been 
leased legally. Notwithstanding thie de- 
cision of the court in the case in question, 
that the lease of minors’ allotment was 
illegal, the white lessees are in possession, 
and it is not easy to see how the agent 
is to be able, on the complaint of the dis- 
possessed owners. to oust the whites and 
restore the land to the rightful owners. 


GEN. NOBLE DEFENDS THE 
HARRISON ADMINISTRATION 


Gen. John W. Noble of St. Lonis, sec- 
retary of the interior under the adminis- 


tration of the late President Harrison, 
made the following statement to the Post- 
Dispatch Thursday morning: 

“The reference to an Indian ring in Ok- 
lahoma commencing during Harrison's ad- 
ministration in connection with its ad- 
mitted existence at this time is unjustifi- 
able. Oklahoma was first opened in Har- 
rison’s time and the administration dur- 
ing his four years was marked by efficiency 
and was absolutely free of scandal. It 
is a late day to palilate the zrowing evils 
in this territory by it gm ee to drag in 
matters that have lo pass and which 
were never questionable until the present 
combination appeared. 

“The want of energy and competency at 
the center 7 better account for pres- 
ent official indifference than criticism of 
what has been done in the past. It is ten 
years , since WHarrison’s administration 
closed ‘and fourteen since it began tn Okla- 
homa. The slander seeks strength from 
the fact that whatever Harrison's admin- 
we allowed was about the best pos- 
sible.”’ 


PRESIDENT FRANCIS KNOWS 
OF NO IRREGULARITIES 


President D. R. Francis of the Louisiana: 
Purchase Exposition Co., who was secre- 
tary of the interior during President Cleve- 
land's administration, said: 

‘During my connection with the interior 
department I knew of no irregularifies rel- 
ative to the conduct of affairs in Oklahoma 
or the Indian Territory. No funds of the 
interior department, so far as I know, were 
then deposited with any private banks. All 
moneys were handled by the treasury de- 
partment.”’ 


KNOWS OF NO FUNDS 
AT BANK MENTIONED 


John D. Filley, vice-president of the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., said to the Post- 
Dispatch that he knew of no government 
Indian funds on deposit at that institution. 

“There is no account,’ he added, ‘‘either 
in the name of the government or Secre- 
tary Hitchcock. Neither have we an ac- 
count with the town of Lawton. It is pos- 
sible the funds may be in the name of 
some corporation, but without the name we 


could not verify the matter.”

Senor Pedro D. Buzzi, special commis- 
sioner of the city of Havanna to investl- 
gate the subjects of garbage disposition 
and street paving in the United States and 
Canada, called upon President Phillips of 
the board of public improvements Thurs- 
day morning and expressed surprise when 
told of the garbage situation in St. Louis. 

“We have a most satisfactory system of 
garbage disposal in Havana,” he said. 
“The city does the work. We collect the 
garbage every night and haul it out to sea 
in lighters, dumping it in the gulf stream. 

“Every complaint is carefully investi- 
gated. We have district inspectors ana 
eacle inspector is held responsible for the 
garbage collection in his district. 

“When a report is made to the commis- 
sioner in charge that garbage is not col- 
lected in a certain place, the inspector 
is called upon to make a formal report ex- 
plaining his negligence in not having the 
garbage collected. 

“If he does not promptly and thoroughly 
explain how the negligence occurred, he 
is discharged. 

“That is one advantage of municipal gar- 
bage collection. A good official can see 
that It is collected thoroughly by dismiss- 
ing subordinates who will not do the work 
thoroughly. 


People Delighted 
With the System. 


“The people are delighted with the pres- 
ent system. 

“It came in with tige Americans. Under 
the Spanish governmgnt we had contractors 
and they did just about as they liked. We 
want no more of them in our garbage sys- 


tem. 

“It may cost a little more for the afty 
to dispose of its own garbage, but it is 
much better for the people. 

“No matter how good the officials are, 
if there is a contract tofenforce there is 
always likely to be troubie about it. There 
can always be trouble about deciding 
exactly what is garbage and exactly what 
the contractor must collect. 

“In Baltimore, I may _ say, though, the 
garbage is collected and reduced by con- 
tract and there is genera] satisfaction. The 
reduction plant is located inside the city 
but it is maintained without any odor.’ 

“The contract there provides for the col- 
lection of garbage, cinders and ashes, so 
there is not so much room for dispute as to 
what the contractor will take. But he 
won't take any waste paper. for instance, 
holding that is neither garbage, cinders nor 
ashes. 

‘The contractor in Baltimore, though, is 
disposed to be very fair.’’ 


SELECTING CITY’S PAVEMENT. 


Senor Pedro D. Buzzi of Havana on 
an Official Visit to St. Louis. 


According to Senor Pedro D. Buzzi, su- 
perintendent of the engineering department 


of the city of Havana, the Cuban capita) 
will probably be paved after the manner of 
Delmar, west of Taylor, and Washington 
avenue, west of Grand avenue. 

Senor Buzzi is in 8t. Louis on a tour of 
inspection and investigation. He explains 
that climatic and traffic conditions in Ha- 
vana make the paving proposition a hard 
one.

PORTO RICO PLANS 
TU TSULATE LEPERS 


Many Still at sides Because There Is 
No Way of Transporting 
Them. 


OFFICERS CONFER AT SAN JUAN 


Lazaretto Has Been Established on an 
Island, Where the Afflicted Are 
Fairly Happy. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatcy. 

SAN JUAN, P. R., Aug. 13.—The health 
officers of the several towns of Porto 
Rico have been summoned to meet at San 
Juan this week to confer with Superior 
of the Board of Health and Director of 
steps to segregate the lepers that remain 
at large in Porto Rico and are estimated 
at between forty and sixty in number. 

The delay in carrying out this work has 
been due to the impossibility of securing 
transportation of the lepers to San Juan. 
The railroad and steamship companies re- 
fuse to transport such persons. 

Acting Gowernor Hartzell will be asked 
to order the mavors of all cities to gather 
all the lepers in their respective towns, s0 
that they may be transferred to this city. 

The Director of Charities has a suffi- 
clent sum now at his disposal to main- 
tain and support at least 60 lepers, in- 
cluding the 22 cases already isolated. 
That the isolation of the lepers will 
tend to exterminate within a few years 
leprosy in Porto Rico, is the opinion of 
Director of Charities Osterhoudt. 


jat the 


The leper colony of Porto Rico is now 
on Grabas (or Goat) Island, opposite 
Morro Castle, at the entrance to San 
Juan harbor. The unfortunates there 
confined are apparently bappy and per- 
fectly willing to remain. Cabras is one 
of the islands retained by the federal 
government to be fortified later, but it 
will probably be a considerable time 
before the lepers are transferred else- 
where. 

In 1898 lepers were allowed to mingle 
freely with the people, handle food in 
stores and market places and do other 
dangerous things. One of the firat acts 
of the American authorities was to segre- 
gate the victims and remove the few who 
were confined in the game building with 
lunatics and charity children. Capt. David- 
gon, on behalf of the mllitary sanitary 
board, established the first lazarette behind 
the dail in Perta de Tierra, a suberb of 

n Juan. Hie experienced many difficul- 
ties in locating and gathering in suspects, 
but bravely performed his mission. When 
the lepers were removed to Isla de Cabras, 
the temporary corral bullding was burned. 

The leper colony is now well situated and 
is matintatned at a cost of 51 cents per 
day per inmate. The inmates reconcile 
themselves to the inevitable and while 
away their time with such games as check- 
ers, dominoes, cards, etc. They are freeily 
supplied with books and magazines, and 
while many cannot read, all enjoy looking 
pictures, 
buildings are substantial structures 
of masonry, erected originally for quaran- 
tine purposes. The male and female de- 
partments are separated by about two hun- 
dred yards and there are separate build- 
ings for the practicante in charge and for 
the employes, The women 0 are able to 
make clothes for the men and assist in 
taking care of the sick.

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HOTEL ROBBERS ROUTED IN PISTOL FIGHT: 
ONE FATALLY SHOT: CONSTABLE IS KILLED 


John McAuliffe, Officer of the Law, 


and Notorious Criminal, Shot 
Through Head While Racing on 
Broadway Shortly After Attempted 
Hotel Robbery. 


Many circumstances strengthen the po- 
lice belief that Joseph Wright, who was 


fatally shot in the attempted robbery of 
the St. Charles Hotel, and John McAutiffe, 
a deputy constable with a long criminal 
reco;d, who was killed on Broadway near 
Biddle street 40 minutes afterward, were 
together both before and just after the 
hotel robbery. 

Wright first said he last saw McAuliffe 
Wednesday night at 8 o’clock. Later he 
said he saw him at 12 o’clock; still later 
he said he had not seen him after 8:39 
o'clock. 

Clerk Dawson, who shot Wright, par- 
tially identified the body of McAuliffe at 
the morgue as that of the man who 
watched at the door while Wright tried to 
force him to open the hotel safe. 

Wright was captured in Robbins lane, 
which is between Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets, going north. 

McAuliffe was seen at Fifteenth street 
on Washington avenue, going rapidly east 
in his rented buggy, at 12:25, by Patrol- 
man Wilkerson, who called on him to halt. 
McAuliffe flashed his star and continued 
eastward. 

McAuliffe entered Broadway from Wash- 
ington avenue or St. Charles street at 
about 12:30 o’clock, driving very rapidly. 

One chamber of McAuliffe’s weapon ts 
empty. A piece has been broken out of 
the handle of the revolver and there is a 
story that this piece has been found, but 
the police deny this fact. _ 

Policeman Michael Cremins, who pur- 
sued the hotel robbers and who was shot 
in the leg by one of them, says Wright 
was one.of the men and McAuliffe was 


the other. 


YOUNG CLERK ROUTS 
TWO HOTEL ROBBERS 


Seventeen-year-old Clyde Osborn Dawson 
put to flight two highwaymen who at- 
tempted to rob the St. Charles Hotel, of 
which he is night clerk, at 12:16 o'clock 
Thursday morning, wounding one of them. 
In the pistol battle which took place in 
the hotel lobby young Dawson received two 
ftesh wounds in his left arm. 

Joseph Wright, who the hospital physi- 
cians say is mortally wounded, is said by 
the police to have been one of the rob- 
bers. The identity of the other is uncer- 
tain. 

Three policemen, attracted by the firing 
in the hotel, joined in the, chase after 
the robbers when Dawson had driven them 
to the street. Michael Cremins, one of 
the officers, was shot in the left leg. 

“Tl drew a chair up by the front window 


on St. Charles street,’’ says Lawson. “and; 


sat down where I could get a good breeze. 
As I walked across the lobby I[ noticed 
there were two men sitting in the entrance 
on the eteps. I don’t know how long they 
had been there, but I think about twenty 
minutes. 

“T had been sitting down but a minute 
when they got u and I heard them 
coming into the office. That wasabout 
12:15. 


“T started back toward the desk, think- 
ing they wanted to register. One was 
a young man with a smooth face. The

He saw there was only a lit- 
the change in it and then said, ‘Open that 
safe.’ The safe was standing right under 
the desk. 

“T told him I didn't know the combi- 
nation. He told me again to open the safe 
and I said again that I didn't know the 
combination. 

“He stood right behind me and I wa» 
pretty badly scared, but I didn’t propose 
to open the safe. I did know the combpina- 
tion. While he was er - me again to 
work the combination I oo yma my right 
hand inside my coat. I had my arm bent 
already, so that*it didn't take much move- 
ment, and I got the pistol I had in my in- 
side pocket. 

‘‘He was so close I couldn't move much, 
but I turned the pistol right under my 
right arm and fired back twice.

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A WAR THAT |S NOT WAR. 


A state of war exists in southeastern Europe, although the 
governments of Europe, following the precedents in the Ven- 
ezuelan and Chinese disturbances, do not recognize it as war. 

There is not. much encouragement for the friends of human- 
ity in the warnings to Bulgaria from Russia and Austria. The 
memorandum issued by that unhappy little state is a cata- 
logue of wrongs which ought to excite the most pacific gov- 
ernment to interfere in behalf of an oppressed and outraged 
people. But there is “politics” in the situation—the kind of 
“politics” with which we are familiar in America. <A conflict 
of interests must be composed before any government can safe- 
ly intervene. And until that is effected Bulgaria must stifle 
her indignation and submit to he Turk. 

That. seems to be the situation at present. If the fighting 
Mow going on is not stopped, however, intervention may be- 
come necessary. Jit what shape it will take cannot be pre- 
dicted. But one thing is certain: the interests of the great 
powers. will get first consideration in the final settlement. 
The people of the Balkans will have to accept the fate made 
for them by their powerful neighbors on the north and west.

It is notoriously true, as Judge Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit Court points out in his address at Dixon, IIl., 
that corporation laws intended to serve the purposes of busi- 
ness are often perverted to serve the ends of fraud and sub- 
vert the principles of business. 

“When I see that to be the almost universal history of cor- 
porations, my blood boils with hate and revenge,” Judge Gross- 
cup is reported to have said in closing a sentence denouncing 
the lawlessness of many enterprises operated under privileges 
from the state. | 

Perhaps the tendency to indignation increases with the in- 
crease of knowledge of the subject. But no matter how great 
may be the knowledge of what is wrong, the knowledge of 
what is right leads only to one end, the end of justice. 

What the future will bring in its own way, it may be in an 
unexpected way, is not revenge, but justice. Laws made for 
business purposes will be interpreted and administered by the 
courts for the purposes of business. That will be a simple so- 
It will be justice. It will be busi- 


ness. 
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Many innocent men have been hanged by law; many inno- 
eent men have been sent to penitentiaries by legal processes. If 
the slow, deliberate methods of courts cannot prevent an oc- 
easional appalling mistake, what can be expected of the hasty 
mob, acting upon impulse and in no mood for sober reasoning? 


WILHELM’S ADVERTISEMENT FOR TOLSTOI. 
Kaiser Wilhelm has had one of Tolstoi’s books tried by a jury 
and condemned. It is to be confiscated. The court found that 


_ its utterances constituted lese majeste. No bookseller in Ger- 


many will be permitted to sell it. 

In taking this action, the Kaiser overlooked the fact that it 
would extensively advertise the book. Thousands of news- 
papers in America and other parts of the world not only re- 
ported the trial and condemnation of “Thou Shalt Not Kill,” 
but quoted the parts that were most oljectionable to the War 
lord. ‘Thousands, * persons who had never heard of the book 
are now acquaint« ‘th its doctrine.

LAW AND STREET CAR ACCIDENTS. 


The Assembly committee appointed to inquire into the causes 
of the many street car accidents will find an abundance of 
material. 

Whether or not additional regulating legislation is needed 
it cannot be denied that the laws and ordinances already en- 
acted are violated by the companies with a reckless disregard 
of the rights of the citizens, and there can be no question that 
public officials are negligent in suffering such violation to go 


unpunished. 
e street car companies are required to have power brakes. 


But though the limit of time allowed to comply with this ordi- 
nance is long since passed, very few of the Transit cars are 60 
equipped. Probably most of the accidents are due to this de- 
fiant violation of law. The same may be said of the neglect 
to provide life-saving fenders on some of the lines. According 
to ordinance motormen are required to stop at every street 
corner on signal to take on passengers. The persistent viola- 
tion of this ordimance has excited a resentment which too fre- 
quently breaks out in counter demonstrations of lawlessness. 

Another very serious question which should be pushed vig- 
orously is that concerning the test of competency. Many ac- 
cidents have been due to gross incompetence of motormen and 


conductors. Do the companies employ men at haphazard 
without inquiring into habits, character or intelligence? And 


are inexperienced men sent out without supervision until they 


become acquainted with their routes? 
The law must be enforced. Failure to do this is sure to 


lead to violent assertion of their rights by foolish or excited 
people who have suffered wrong from the companies or their 


employes. 
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It was foolish for the Trenton to fly the American flag above 
the Union Jack in a British port and it was foolish for the 
young Canadians to fire at our flag because it was in the 
wrong place. It often happens that wars are brought on by 


fools.

CROW ARRAIGNS NEWTON 


Declares He Firmly Believes That the 
Springfield’ Man Perjured Him- 
self While Testifying.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. ®.—Whoen 
Circuit ert convened this morning At- 
torney-Geffreral Crow appeared with his 
authorities to show Judge Timmonds that 
the testimony of Senator Bradley should 
have been admitted to show that Layton 
had been consistent in his testimony. Brad- 
ley was to testify that Layton told him 
the next day that Sullivan had offered to 
solicit a bribe from him. Judge Timmonds 
refused to allow Gen. Crow to submit his 
authorities. 

Judge Timmonds then read his instruc- 
tions to the jury. They were the usual 
instructions in such cases. He called tne 
attention of the jury to the opposite testi- 
mony of Sullivan and Layton and told them 
they must decide which told the truth. 

“If the jury find the defendant guilty,” 
he instructed the jury, “‘then the punisa- 
ment is a fine of not exceeding $100, or a 
jail sentence of not more than two months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.” 

The attorneys then began their argument. 

Prosecuting Attorney Stone opened for 
the state, arguing that Layton told a 
straightforward story of the transaction, 
which could not be shaken by the defense. 
Referring to the testimony of Major Em- 
mett Newton of Springfield, he said: ‘‘] 
do not need to talk of Newton. He gave 
an impression that he owned the entire 
legislature and could move them as he de- 
sired by the simple wave of his hand: |] 
know you will give but little credence to 
his testimony.’ 

W. 8. Pope, for the defense. followed 
Stone. He dwelt upon the good character 
and good name of Sullivan which would be 
destroyed should a conviction be secured. 

He ridiculed Layton’s testimony and de- 
clared it was not corroborated by a single 
witness or single fact in this case, but was 
contradicted by every fact and by several 
witnesses. 


A. H. Wear Argues 


for the Defense. 
A. H. Wear of Springfield followed Pope 
for the defense. He dwelt at length on the 


testimony of Senator Sullivan that Layton 
offered him 33000 for two votes. He played 
on the fact that on March 5, the next day 
after the substitute alum bill passed, Lay- 
ton purchased a draft from the Exchange 
Bank for $2500. He said this money was 
not needed longer to buy votes since Lay- 
ton's bill was dead. 

Attorney-General Crow closed the ar- 
gument. He began by saying that he did 
not desire to do any injury to a single cit!- 
zen of Missouri. “T believe,’’ he -said, 
“that the defense in this case is built un 
on perjured testimony. Théy are trying to 
festen a felony on Whitney Layton by their 
perjured testimony. I refer to the testi- 
mony of Senators Sullivan and Smith.”’ 

Gen. Crow made an eloquent address and 
appealed to the jurors to stand by the law 
and find the defendant guilty. 

Attorney-General Crow declared that 
the testimony of Senator Smith stamped 
him as a boodier.~ Referring to Maj. 
Newton, he said: 

“T never shirk my duty. When I can- 
not perform my oficial duty I will re- 
sign. I believe as firmly as I beleved 
that there is a God; as firmly as I he- 
_ fleve there is etcrnal judgment; as firm- 
ly as I belleve you gentlemen are honest 
men, I suy I believe that Maj. Emmett 
Newton gave perfured testimony from 
that stand. I challenge lawyers for the 
defense to mect this charge.” 

General Crow concluded his address at 
12 o'clock and Judge Timmonds excused 
the judy until 1:15. when it will meet to 
decide upon a verdict.

Press,’’ Says the London Daily News—Conti- 


cuss with evidence of great interest the 
foundation of a School of Journalism in 
Columbia University. The Morning Leader 
says that although the qualifications of the 
real journalist are gifts, not acquirements, 
“there is no doubt they can be prodigious- 
ly improved by practice. A very great deal 
that is journalism can be taught to the 
average educated man, if only he be caught 
young.’*’ 

The Daily News says: ‘The experiment 
will be watched with interest by the whole 
press. Every effort which lifts the profes- 
sion out of a bohemian atmosphere and 
tends to place it upon a regular basis i!s 
to be welcomed for many obvious rea- 
sons.”” 

The News, however, questions whether 
“detecting a possible journalistic coup can 
be imparted,’’ and adds ‘‘there is real dan- 
ger lest a school for journalists may at- 
tract into the profession people who have 
no gift, but who are desperately anxious 
to find an opening for themselves some- 
where. A journalist is not a cleverer man 
than the average, but certainly he stands 
apart from the average. His work is like 
no other, and it usually is such a passion 
with him that he learns by actual experi- 
ence what it is necessary for him to 
know. Still, we wish Ahe school every suc- 
cess, and doubt not that it will achieve 


much.” 

The News also prints a column inter- 
view with William Hill on the progress 
of journalistic scholarship in the City of 


London school, 

The St. James’ Gazette, in the course 
of a long editorial, says: “Possibly the 
time has come when a methodical course 
of preliminary training can be institut- 
ed as a successful and serviceable in- 
troduction to journalism as to all the 
other professions. Certainly the new 
undertaking will start on its way with 
every advantage which the guidance of 
the advisory board, comprising such 
names as those of John Hay, Whitelaw 
Reid and others scarcely less’ well 
known in this country than in their 
own, can bestow upon it.” 

The Evening News pare: ‘If a young 
fellow has journalistic instinct, a 
course of instruction such as the new 
American school proposes to give will be 
most helpful. If not, two years of spe- 
cial devotion to those studies will be 
wasted time, for ournalism is not 
learned by rule an line. There are 
many men of high collegiate education 
whoes academical knowledge is in in- 
verse ratio to their faculty for making 
the best use of it.” 


SCHOOL PLAN APPROVED 
BY AMERICANS IN PARIS 


PARIS, Aug. 20.—Among many com- 
ments made here on the foundation of 
a school of journalism in Columbia Uni- 
versity are -the following: 

Henry Vifnaux, secretary of American 
embassy, said: 

“TI cannot’ commend the idea too high- 
ly. It will broaden journalism as a pro- 
fession, putting it more on an equality 
with the law and medicine. Journalism 
is more of a career in America than 
in France, and on second thought it 
seems strange that some _ far-seeing 
philanthropist has not made a similar 
provision before.” 

Edmund Kelley, the 
lawyer in Paris, said: ‘In a book which I 
published I dealt with this very subject 
and remarked the void existing in the edu- 
cutional courses from which journalism is 
excluded as a profession. The newspapers 
in modern society are powerful instruments 
for good. Their influence on men and na- 
tions is immense. They make or modify 
public opinion on every subject, whether 
of art. politics, science, social economy or 
even religion. Under these circumstances 
it is obvious that for the public good the 
standard of journalism should be raised to 
the highest level, and the question of the 
professional training of journalists becomes 
one of national importance. 

“It Is a mistake on the part of a certain 
portion of the press to ridicule the idea of 
such a school. It is a mistake to think 
that a journalist does not need special

VIENNA, Aug. 20.—Dr. Edward Bacher, 
chief editor and proprietor of the Neue 
Freie sse, said today, discussing the 
School of Journalism to founded in Co- 
lumbia University: ‘The enormous devel- 
opment of newspapers in the last twenty 
years has caused crowds of men to enter 
journalism who are totally unfit, having 
neither acquired knowledge nor natural 
ability. In all newspaper offices where 
journalism is taken seriously the want «1 
able journalists is felt severely. This has 
given rise to the wish to establish schools 
of journalism simultaneously in several 
countries. 

“In truth, journalism cannot be learned 
any more than art, but where natural abil- 
ity and talent exist a school might have 
brilliant. results. Journalism demands no 
small share of culture and knowledge of all 
subjects, and although scarcely any trade 
has so many specialists for single branches, 
thorough education must be at the bottom 
of each. Ability must be developed for 
making readers understand what the ex- 
perts think on any question. This a school 
of journalism could teach. It would re- 
move the reproach made to newspapers 
that they are superficial. 

‘A journalistic school should fill up all 
the gaps left by academical education, 
Let this be its theoretical task. It shouid 
also teach the technical part of newspaper 
making—reporting, ways of saving time 
and of giving suitable form to the news. 
It should teach men to see and hear. I 
repeat, if the school attains this ideal it 
will contribute enormously toward the ed- 
ucation of the masses, who, when they 
have left school, read nothing but the 
newspapers.”’ ‘

The newspaper men of 
the whole world will congratulate Mr. Pue 
litzer on his thoughtfullness and Ilfberality. 
This school will be controlled by men who 
thoroughly understand the importance of 
a practical school for men who expect to 
become editors. The announcement that the 
school would be established was made in 
Mexico yesterday and within 24 hours three 
young men of this city announced thaf 
they would enter this school ag soon as it 
was opened in the fall of 194. No advance 
movement has been made which we consid- 
er of more importance. not oxgly to the 
newspaper fraternity, but to the public 
generally, than the establishment of a 
first-class, well-endowed and well-managed 
school cif journalism. The writer's son de- 
sires to become a newspaper man and will 
attend this school, and we advise every 
young man who expects to make a news- 
papfr man of himself to make arrange- 
ments to take the full two years’ course 
if possible. We find that a college educa- 
tion is a splendid thine for an editor, but 
falls short of what he should have in order 
to be fully equipped for the management 
of a newspaper as it should be managed 
in all its departments. The newspaper pro- 
fession is advancing rapidly. Men who are 
failures in other professions do not turn 
to newspaper work, as.of yore. The news- 
paper business Is now managed not along 
lines of trading pumpkins for newspapers. 
but is being put on a thorough. dignified 
business basis. The establishment of this 
school is most opportune and will receive 
the hearty indorsement of newspaper asso- 
clations #nd newspaper men individually 
throughout the world.”

CAR SHORTAGE IS FEARED. 


Iron Trade Fears Last Fall Experience 


May Be Repeated: 
NEW YORK. Aug. 20.—Undue importance 


has been attached to the announcement 


that the associated furnace companies have 
reduced the price of No. 2 foundry from 
$13.60 to $12 Birmingham, says the Iron Age. 
As in previous reductions in the official! 
price, the associated furnacemen have 
again merely recognized the settling of the 
market,. on the part of the independent 
producers. 

From some weeks quotations on southern 
foundry iron have been based on a $12 
rate. The volume of business has in- 
ereased heavily of late, but some of it has 
been placed under the rate now named by 
the associated furnacemen. The Chicago 
market has been particularly active. Sa.es 
of malleable iron at Chicago thus far 
during the month are placed at 100,000 tons 
and basic iron is in greater demand, with 
negotiations pending on 15,000 to 50,000 
tons. The smaller western consumers are 
aiso buying more freely. Cincinnati and 
St. Louis report increased business. LKast- 
ern nmiarkeis are likewise fairly active, but 
Pittsburg reports quiet conditions in Eng- 
land. ; 

Ofticilals of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration take a hopeful view of the sit- 
uation. They state that the subsidiary 
cumpanies now have as large a tonnage on 
their books as at the corresponding time 
last year. The condition of the tube, tin- 
plate und wire trades is especially good. 
The National Tube Co. was never so crowa- 
ed with work as at present. The closing 
of some departments of the Homestead 
works of the Carnegie Steel Co., is due to 
the pressing necessity for repairs, as these 
departments have been operated to their 
utmost for more than two years. Sheet 
trade has for some time been less active, 
but it is stated that no more sheet mills 
are now idie than usual at this season in 
ordinary years. The structural trade is 
lighter than during the spring months, 
mainly on account of strikes in the bulld- 
ing trades. The corporation is not nego- 
tilating for Bessemer pig iron, and no 
purchases will be made for some time. 

Car shortage is nning to be felt in 
various sections, — cularly in the West 
and South, and fears are expressed that 
last fall's experience may be repeated to 


some extent,

BOY WHIPPED TO DEATH. 


Mother Charges Florida Convict Les- 
see With Terrible Outrage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga, Aug. 20.—Following the 
exposure at tte state prison farm of the 
whipping of Mamie Decris, Mrs. W. J. 
Brake of Milledgville, Ga., has written a 
public letter, in which she alleges her 1 
vear-old son was whipped to death in a 
convict camp at Dutton, Florida. 

Mrs. Brake has presented the matter to 
the governor, because, she says, she could 
not Induce the Law and Order League at 
Milledgville to report the matter to the 
grandjury, due of the influence of the 
convict lessee. 

Her son ran away from home with two 
other boys in October, 1901. He was arrest- 
ed at Waldo, Fla., for carrying concealed 
weapons, and sentenced to 6 days in the 

hosphate mines, operated with convict 
abtor, at Dutton. 

He became ill from toil and exposure and 
was whipped by a negro overseer. 

The effects of the whining and lack of 
attention produced death, she alleges. 

The parents arrived at Dutton just be- 
fore their son died and were told by 
physicians that death was due to cruelty 
and neglect. 


BROOKS’ COMET SEEN. 


The New Star Discovered by Prof. 


Turner Again Observed. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., Aug. 20.—Director 
Campbell of the Lick observatory, an- 
nounceg that the faint periodic comet dis- 
covered by Prof.- Brooks of Geneva. N. 
Y.. in 1889, has again been found with the 
36-inch equatorial, about five minutes of 
ure from its predicted place. It ts of the 
fcurteenth magnitude and therefore r;e- 
quires a telescope to see it. 

The new star, discovered by Turner of 
Oxford, in the constellation Geminic last 
March, Was systematically observed here 
and elsewhere until in May, when the sun 
reached the part of the sky in which it 1s 
situated. The sun having now passed to 
the eustward sufficiently to permit obser- 
vations to be resumed, Dr. Curtis reob- 
served the star this morning and found 
it to be of the tenth magnitude. The spec- 
troscopic observations made in the spring 
showed that the spectrum of the star was 
gradually changing and assuming the char- 
acter of the spectrum of a nebula. This 
morning's observations show that the 
change to the nebulous state is complete.

Lack of Support on Yesterday’s De- 
cline Discourages Wall 
Street Bulls.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—The opening ot 
the stock market this morning was with 
irregular prices, but with a tendency to- 
ward lower values. The absence of the 
large interests to support the market yes- 
terday on the decline was a distinct dis-
